Bridgewater. 


In June last we named a few of the farmers whom 
we happened to see in passing through this tows 
and gave some short sketches of farms and modes of 
farming; bat we did not profess to give a full histo- 
ry of the town or of a tenth part of the farms in it. 
We were a total stranger in town having never be- 
fore been in it; the good people therefore will be 
pleased to make the proper allowance, and not ex- 
pect us to take very particular notice of farme that 
are not pomted out to us in a town where we are so 
little acquainted 

After the Cattle Show last week we loked at 
two or three farms in that thriving town and had an 
opportunity to converse with the owners. Mr. Dion 
Bryant had the politeness to take us in his buggy 
and show usa piece of bog land which he has just 
been fitting for grass. He has done this in the neat- 
est and best manner and we cannot doubt he will 
be well repaid for his trouble. 

‘The lot contains less than two acres. It lies low- 
er than the road and has had the benefit of the wash 
that naturally passes on it; but a» it has never be- 
fore been fitted for mowing it has yreided no income 
for maus years. Mr. Bryamt has completely deaimed 
it by cutting a ditch on each side running at right 
angles with the road, and throwing the con'ents ie- 
to the middle; making the whole in the form of» 
large carrot bed, in old English style, thrown up 
high and dry. He has mixed this mod to a consid- 
erable e t with the surface soil. This soil, how- 
ever, he first tarned over flat with bog-hoes, the 
ground being too wet to bear a team, and too full of 
roots and stamps for a plough. 

On the half which lies near the road he has pot 
no gravel nor any other material, but has only made 
it even and sown his grass seed on the surface.— 
This seed be did not cover even with a brosh har- 

row; bat sowed it in the latter part of August and 
trected to the caine t bery ie.

cannot expect to introduce English grass on these 

low grounds without warming them with some kind 
of material from the higher land. 

Mr. Bryaat eannol fail of baving a large harvest of 
hay next season on this lot; nearly enough to re-pay 
the labor of reclaiming if be counts the valae of the 
stamps dug out. Some of these stomps are fall of 
dirt and he will barn them on the adjacent highland 
and save the ashes for magare. 

On that part of the lot which lies farther from the 
road Mr. Bryant has spread manure and mixed it 
with the soil. The whole looks green and beavti- 
fal and is @ specimen of very neat husbandry. Au 
gust aed a great part of September were very wet 
and grass seed would take root withoot harrowing 
or raking in; but the safest way is to bury it slight- 
ly. This experiment proves, however, that seed 
sown very early im the spring needs no harrowing or 
covering other than what the spring rains will give 
it. 

We know not that any improvement could be 
mede on this piece of work valess it should be in 
the form of the ditehbes. When these are cleared 
oat next season the outer edge should be cut lowest, 
and the side next the field should have a gradual 
slope to the bottom. In such case the ditch will 
not take up any room of value; the scythe will go 
to the bottom of it when the summer is not very 

wet. 

Mr. Bryant showed sa lot from which be has 
taken off two tons of hay per acre this season; now 

it is Glled with mallen stalke The soil was (hin and 

dry, and it bore but little befiure he dressed it with 

four loads, or one cord, of leached ashes per acre.

MILKING Cows. 
The owners of cows should pay particular atten- 
ion to milking. Children must not be trusted with 
thie basiness, and there are many grown people 
who never milk well though they have been brought 
up to the business. 
If you would obtain al) the milk from the cow you 
must treat her with the u! most gentleness; she must 
got stand trembling under your blows nor under 
your threats. She may at times need a little chas- 
tisement, but at such times you need not expect all 
ber milk. 
Soon after the bag has been brushed by your hand 
and the ends of the teats have been moistened 
wih mith it 


* be out immediately of you will not 
get the whole. You must not sitand talk—you 
most not delay one moment if you would have al! the 
cow is then ready to yield 

The udder should be moved im every direction at 
the close of milking, and the hands may beat it a 
litt'e in imitation of the beating which the calf gives 
it when he is sucking. An expert milker will make 
the cow give one quarter more in butter, than a ma- 
jrity of grown milkers will. 

One season, at Framingham, we kept four cows 
in the home lot; there was bot little difference in 
the quantity of milk given by each. We had a very 
steady hired man of 40 years of age; he had carried 
on a farm in New Hampshire snd had always been 
used to milking; but he was so slow the cows had 


We milked two of the cows and he the other two, 
and we were but little more than half as long as he 
in milking though we got the largest mess by about 
one quart. On our remons'rating that he did not 
draw out all the milk he said his cows would not 
yield so much as those milked by us.—We then 
made an exchange; he milked our two and we 
milked his.—In three weeks time the case was re- 
versed; our mess exceeded lis by nearly ome quart. 
He never failed to strip his cows to the last drop; 
bat his intolerable moderation prevented his obtain- 
ing what an active milker would have done. 

Young learners may practice on cows that are to 
be soon dried off They should be taught af first 
how to tike hold of the teats and they will remem- 
ber it; but how common it is to let each child choose 
his own mode of milking! Learners chould kaow 
that the hand should be kept very near the extrem- 
ity of the teat, if they would milk with ease. The 
left arm should always press gently against the leg 
of the cow ; for if she m inclined to kick she cannot, 
with any force; she cannot strike an object that 
leans against her; but if she raisce ep her foot, as 
she often will when her tenis are ore, the miker 
will be ready to ward off aod keep it from the pail 
mech better than when he sits far off from the cow 
If heifers are made tame and gent'e by frequent 

handling when they are young they are not apt to

We 
have had some difficulty in making the soil of a 
proper consistency for the growth of potatoes. A 
large quantity of manure will not always insure a 
| | large crop, and it will sometimes diminish it, as it 
| will render the soil too dry. Greensward turned in 
| the spring is apt to lie too open for potatoes and 
when it rots it is too lete to be of much service to 


Bat if you tarn your greensward in the fall and a 
good quantity of rowen underneath. the soil will be 
compact enough in the summer following and the 
rotting sward will form the best bed for the tubers 
to extend themselves in that we have ever tound.— 
The ground should be well harrowed in the spring 
but it will need no ploughing except among the 
rows. 

The middie of October is a good time to plough 
for a trial of this mode. If you plough much ear- 
lier you will have too much grass in the way; if 
later you will not have so mach green rowen to turn 
under. Try this mode you who are fond of experi- 
ments. We have tried it, we like it. 

Tue CHEAP Morse RAKE. Our readers will 
recollect that we promised last summer to come in

Mr. J. R. Cook of Gloucester informs us that his | 
rake works very well; that his hired man was op- 
posed to his buying one, but after he tried it he 
would not do without it on any account. 

Mr. Cook states that he at first conjectured the 
teeth were not long enough, and he had a new set 
et in, four inches longer than the old ones; but he 
did not like them and the repiaced the old teeth 
whieh were just one foot in length. 

We find that teeth of this length are better than 
j tong ones. They sweep the ground cleaner and they 
are not ro liable to break, having a shoulder to sup- 
port them. 

We have before noticed that we have heard from 
several other perchasers who are pleased with their 
bargains. A four dollar rake that will pay for itself 
in a single day is certainly worth , 


THe LENGTH OF TREE ROOTS. Most people 
are unaware of the extent of the roots of trees. It 
has commonly been said that the roots of an apple 
tree extend #s far from the trunk as the limbs ueval- 
ly do, We believe it would be more correct to say 
that they extend three times as far as the limbs. 


than 18 inches in diameter, to the distance 
from the trunk, and that one root at _ distance 
was as large as his wrist | 

Mr. N.S Bennett of Framingham wenn the roots 
of an apple tree across a road that is two rods wide. 
He then made a calculation as (\o its length by noting 
how much one root diminished in size in running a 
certain number of feet; and he found that many 
rods of ground were occupied by the roots of a sin- 
gle tree—he found that the roots were more ‘han 
three times the length of the limbs. 

How idle then to suppose we can help an old ap- 
ple tree much by digging about it to the extent of 
three or four feet. The whole sarface of the orchard 
ground should be kept ploughed or covered with 
straw if we would have fair fruit. 

Busy, susy, susr. Every farmer must be dil- 
igent in October if he woeld secure ail his crops in 
good order. Potatoes that have lain in the ground 
till the middle of the month are better than those dog 
in September. We notice that many farmers suffer 
their potatoes to lie in the sun for half a day, and 
more, that the dirt may come off more readily — 
This is a bad practise; potatoes were bred in dirt, 
they are used to it, and can be kept in it better than 
im any thing else. The air injures all kinds of potatoes, 
and thore that are to be kept for the table should be 
covered up in the cellar with sods or something of 
that kind. 

Corn will not suffer if it stands till November, but 
the husks will, and the sooner they are secured af- 
ter the first of this month the better. Winter ap- 
ples improve but little after October comes ; we 
have not many basier months than Oct--ber. 

Tarnips of all kunds may stand in the ground till 
November ; and in our latitude we can always se 
cure them tho’ we let them remein ag late as the 
middle of that month—we should eat delay petting 
them longer than the fifteenth

Mr. Sales will ever find that warm and sandy 
soils are uncongenial with potatoes; and that though 
ashes ares goed hied of maware for suck soils, yet 
they are pot the best kind of manure for potatoes.— 
It seems his sandy soil yielded him, on the three 
trials, more than half as mech corn as potatoes. A 
soil that agrees with potatoes will generally yield 
four times asmany bushels as it will of corn; and 
as one bushel of cora for hogs or for cattle ie worth 
foar beshels of potatoes he suffered a loss of one 
half hie produce by planting potatoes instead of corn. 
We have ksown macy potato fields to yield no 
wore thas one quart to the bil’, «hea if the same 
had beew planted with corn one pint wight as easily 
have beey raised in addition to the siover, which is 
usually reckoued equal to one goo ton of hay per 
acre.
